New York, Juno 9. — Ex-banker 
Fish of the firm of Grant, Ward & Co., 
writes to the World certain facts 
wdiich, in his opinion, show that others 
were as guilty or as .silly as he. Ho 
says: "I not only do not charge Grant 
with any guilty knowledge of what 
WHS going on in Ward's otUce, but on 
the contrary, 1 am satisfied that he 
i-iid not know .anything about it. Bis 
letter, however, did, at the time, lead 
me to au|)pose that he knew about the 
busine^ and. tha^ it was just satisfac- 
to him. No one expresses any surprise 
that Grant should be humbugged, and 
be is let out on the ground of not be 
ing a bu.sinesH man. The General and 
his sons s]ieiit it coiisiderabhi portion of 
their time in Grant it Ward's oflice, 
while I was very seldom there, proba- 
bly not more than one hour in the ag- 
gregate. Now, while Ward dfX'cived all 
of the Grant family as we'l as many 
other acknowledged capaitio business 
men, is it veiy surjjrising that 1 also 
should have been deceived? U]) to the 
day the Marine Bank failed 1 hail no 
doubt whatever of the genuineness of 
the alleged Government contracts. 
Ward has admitted upon examination 
before a referee, and also told several 
pnrtips, that 1 never knew anvtliiiig of 
the fraudulent naiure of the contracts 
Ah to the wrecking of tlio iiank, does 
it look as thougli it would have been 
intentional or prein6diated, when I and 
my family owned one fifth part of the 
capital stock, and which, instead of 
selling at 175, which could readily 
have been done, my family and myself 
are called u[)0ii to ])ay an assessment of 
§80,000? And does it look probable 
that I doubted .the genuinieness of. the 
contracts when I allowed ; -my brother 
to invest in them, ■therel)y'"losing all 
that he was worth, some $80,000? Uy 
son's means were also invested in them 
besides those of many others of my re- 
latives and friends, and all at my sug- 
gestion. And finally, would it not have 
been the height of folly for me to have 
every doller of niy property in such a 
shape as to be liable to seizure? Even 
the balance of about .'520,000 in the 
bunk on the day of its failure and every 
dollar that I was worth is gone, and I 
am obliged to depend on my cliiltlren 
for .$J 5 per week to pay my board 
here. I made an assignment of all the 
property I had in- the world.

THE CANADIAN FISHBRmS. 

On the 30th of the present month the 
fiaheiy clause qf the WiiahuiKton trenty 
will expire and if tho United States (gov- 
ernment should fail to niiike iiii iirraiigu- 
ment with tlio Dominion govorninont 
their fiahorineti niiiRt retiri.1 from Cuniidiuii 
waters. Alrendy ihe proiuonitory niulter- 
ing is heard from Halifax, wlioro the board 
of trade has resolved that "Americans 
must not be afforded means to take bread 
from tho mouths of our people." In a 
few weeks, then, tho Americana will liavo 
no right or place in Canadian waters. 
Only about the southern and western 
parts of Newfoundland, along tho Lab- 
rador coast and in some inconaidorablo 
waters can Amurioan lishonnen ply their 
avocation. Elsewhere thoy may not oven 
land, except for wood and water, may not 
enter a pin t ^^llVl) for aholtei' under stress 
of danyeroua weather. Tint is the plain 
provision of such inteiniitional law as 
will then bo ir. force, and (Janada will 
have both the will and the right to insist 
upon it. Now, it is certain that these 
old agreements will not ho observed by 
American tisliorman. After liavini( been 
accuatfjMieil tci the fieedmii of Canadian 
waters for years, it is not likely, as was 
in the discussion of the Halifax resolu- 
tion, that they will stop while in pursuit 
of fish to learn accurately in just what 
watera they are, or give over a promised 
haul because thoy may have yono a mile 
or so beyond the imaginary lino that sep- 
arates tlie forbidden from the permitted. 
Undoubtedly they will bBcmiie ai^'i^resaura 
before the new order of thni;<9 has been 
in force a month, and just as undoubtedly 
their aggresfiion will bo resisted by Can- 
ada, with diplomacy and with force if ne- 
cessary. Tho motion in Nova Scotia to 
apply to tho admiralty for war ships to 
protect Canadian intoresta is no vain show, 
but notice of an intention un tho part of 
the Dominion provinces to exact the let- 
ter of their rii^hts with reapect to privi- 
leges which, however absurdly thoy moy 
be overvalued, aro still the unquestioned 
right of Canada. It seema strange that 
no move has been made to change so dan- 
gerous a condition of allairs. The St. 
Paul Pioneer Proas say.f that the whole 
fishery interests of Canada and New Eng- 
land is not worth the disturbance jaf in- 
ternational relallcuia which may not im- 
possibly grow out of tlio question. If 
American lialiing veaiels may not even 
enter Canadian ports for the purpose of 
getting bait or procuring ice, wo may be 
sure that they will disregard the law in 
those respeota.aa it has already been made 
plain that they will set it aside in others. 
It would be worse than ridiculous, it 
would be criminal, if trouble between two 
nations should grow out of ao trivial a 
cause. Yet that appears to be the assured 
result unless there shall bo auiiie speedy 
compromise, toward which not even a 
preliminary motion has yet been made. 
Undoubtedly an arrangement will be made 
• and it is not too early to impress upon the 
local and Dominion governnientatliatin the 
arrangoment the interests of this province 
must not bo disregarded. British Colum- 
bia was excluded from tho boneCis of tho 
fishery clauses of the Washington treaty 
by an overaiglit; should she be again ex 
eluded her people will know where to lay 
the blame. 

THE ••FAMILY HUT EL. " 

Joey Bagstock was accustomed to des- 
cribe himself as "sly, de-v-ilish sly;'' but 
it ia doubtful if Joey, with all his finesse, 
would have been a match for the cun- 

ningneas of the Tiniea of tliis city. A 
few days ago the Tiniea attackud VVic 
Colonial for havill^; admitted lettera to its 
columns in condeninalion of public gam- 
bling, which is notoriini.-tly carried on 
here under the oyua of the police. We 
naturally retorted that the Tunes (by its 
silence) cloaked gambling, and that it 
advertised a notoriou.s brotliel as a ' •fam 
ily hotel." To thia the luc;il .loe liag- 
stock "slyly" retorted lust evening: 

"The Times neither cloaks gambling 
deni, nor does it advertise brothels us 
first class 'family hotels.' We brand the 
atatement as a deliberate falaehcjod, and 
uttered by The Colonist, as a slander on 
our hotel-keepers." 

Now, The ColonUt did not say that the 
Times advertised brothcl.i as firat class 
"family liotcU " Wo said ihat the Times 
advertises one of tho moat notorious 
brothels aa a firat-cl-isa "family lintel ." 
How an attack on one hotel-keeper can 
be construed into an attack on all hotel- 
keepera is left for the ingenuity of the 
Times to explain. What we wish now to 
deal with is the statement of our es- 
teemed coiiteinpcirary that it does not ad- 
vertisea brothel an .a tirst claH5"family ho 
tel." On Thuraday last, the 18th inst. , 
the Timea advertised a notorious suburb- 
an brothel as a "pleasant and healthful 
summer resort FOR FAiVIILIES. " Last 
evening the same establishment is adver- 
tised aa ft "pleasant and healtliful ."luni- 
mer resort," the words ''for fainilie.i" 
having been omitted to enable tho Times 
to say last evening that it dues nut ad- 
vertise an improper house as a "family 
hotel." Our contemporary has turned a 
sharp curvo; but ho ought to have turned 
it six montlia before, and refused to ad- 
vertise the house at all.

IIIBBS. 

Vlie Crime for which llv. is 
Willi ted. 

About a year ago Isaac N. Hibbs (who 
ia now confined in the N'ictoria gaol) man- 
aged to raise himself above tho deail level 
uf obscurity by reporting to the autliori- 
tiea tho loss of 8-100, which he alleged he 
had forwarded from hia ollice to D.iylon. 
Ho charged that the pouch which con- 
tained the iiionoy had been rifled in tran- 
sit, and ho requested credits for tho loas. 
The Wasliingtiui authorities notitieil In- 
spector Seybolt of Hibbs's claim and In - 
spector Murphy was detailed to investi- 
gate the oircumstancos. Murphy prompt- 
ly arrived at the conclusion that if Uie 
money had ever boon placed in the pouch 
Hibbs know who extracted it. The In- 
spector was so strongly of opinion that 
Hibbs himself had appropriated the 
money that credit for the alleged loss was 
refuted Hibbs, and on the strength of 
Murphy's report, the removal nf the 
tricky postmaster was ordered. It is es- 
timated that Hibbs haa enibez/.led nearly 
820,000 by tho issuance of bogus money 
orders. Hia plan of operationa was care- 
fully arranged, and proved more aiiccosa- 
ful than would have been possible had he 
been nearer Washington . Much of the 
money which he obtained by forged mon- 
ey orders he ordered to be sent to tho 
postmaster at Pierce City, Idaho, km>w- 
ing that tho luttors containing the e-nr- 
roiicy and drafts would pasa through hia 
own oflice, and thus surely fall intu his 
haiids. After completing his swiiulling 
operations, Hibbs left Lewiston and 
crossed to British Oolumbia. His wift^ 
and child had gone a week before, mul 
were stopping at McMiiiuville, Oregon. 
Aa soon aa Hibbs started for l-Iriiish 0(j- 
lumbia to pick up such money en route aa 
he had ordered to be sent forward to him, 
Mrs. Hibbs left by the Canadian rnliific 
railroad to join him at Farwell, which was 
to be hia ultimate deatiimtion. Hibbs, 
traveling under the alias of ,1. (i. Wilson, 
reached Victoria safely, though several of 
hia-laid plans miscarried, anil a consider- 
able sum of money that ho should have 
gathered in his flight reverted to his 
swindled government. From Victoria 
the fugitive postmaster proceeded to Yale, 
where, becoming alarmed by the tele- 
graphic dispatches from Waahin^itcui relri- 
tive to his escapade, ho became more cau- 
tious in his muvemoiita and covered hia 
tracks so cmiipletoly that for some timo 
the pursuiiiL' nftioers were nt fault, but 
finally acooped him at Harrison river.

— King Alfonso, hav- 
ing determined to visit the cholera infect- 
ed distticts, although tho ministry threat- 
ened to resign, immense crowds gathered 
on the streets on Saturday and made a 
demon.stratitui in fuvor of the king and 
ipu'on aa ayainHt the inmi.-itry and the mu- 
nicipal iuitlioritii'3. Tlu; crowd becoming 
riotous, the civil gunrtl w.is called out and 
tired on tho mob, who thoreuoou stoned 
the soldiers. Disorder coiiliuued through- 
out the night with sli^lit :ibatefflent, but 
tho crowd was finally di.spersed.

— Mail advices from 
Nowf(juiidland give the details of a terri- 
ble storm on the coast last Sunday week, 
which allow it to be more disastrous than 
at first reported. An enormous amount 
of shipping waa destroyed and many lives 
were lost. At Old I'orlican all the ship- 
ping stages and other waterside property 
wore destroyed and upward of forty ves- 
sels wore totally wrecked. Soventy-tive 
vessels were driven ashore at Bona Vista, 
and some of them were smashed. Re- 
ports from many points give accounts of 
vessels, from cuio to a dozen in number, 
being siuaahed, and the coast is atrown 
with wreckage. The storm ia considered 
the worst that has visited Nowfoundland 
in forty years, it is rumored that three 
bait skills, each with six men on board, 
left Holyrood on Saturday and have not 
since been heard of.

A MODEi.-MAKER*S VIEWS. 



A Biulnena Which Ih ^'early at a Stand- 
«tlll— I'utturiiN for InvKiitjr*, 
[Ne<v York Mnil imil Kxiin'ss.) 

"There are not luore tl:aii twenty sbops 
In the city of Kew York dovotttl lo thu 
making of patterns or tlie building of 
models, " said a piittern-maker to a re- 
porter, as he stood at liia lutlio turning a 
piece of wood. "Tlje business dous not 
seem to grow Iil£o other inuies. aud I 
must confess I am somewhat at a loss to 
discover the reason. You certainly wuuld 
Bupposo that iu a great metropolis like 
this iuveators would bo so plenty that 
hundreds of pattern and model-makers 
'would be kept busy all the time working 
out their ideaa in wood. Inventors are, 
however, not quite so plenty that 
There are plenty of men who aro always 
on the poln'. of makiug a great iuvcution, 
but somehow they iievcr reach the suo- 
cessful';isaua ; 

"I have heen in this shop thirteen years 
'nnd during that time have employed a, 
great many difforont workmea. My ex- 
perience liBSjConTiDced me that there has 
been no : improvement, whatever in the 
maehinery used in my business over that 
of a quarter of a century ago. We uso 
exactly tho same tools as we did then, 
and do our work in the same manucr. 
This, I suppose, sounds somewhat atraugo 
to you, but it is uovcrtheless an undis- 
puted fact " 

"Do you have any trouble in getting 
good apprentices V" 

" Ved, we do. The young men who 
coino to learn tho trade are usually Ig- 
norant fellows who have received but 
little or uo education. Tbey ure faithful 
in their work aiiil seem to want to learn, 
but their ignorance of tbe sliglitcHt me- 
chanical priucij)le.s is a seriou.s drawback 
to their aclvancomeut. 1 have often won- 
dered why it is that more of the bright 
hoys who graduate from our public 
schools do ni)l take uu the akill(;d trades. 
There is a good field heie for such work- 
men as they wouUi make. tjoinubowMlie 
boys all prefer to become clerks in dry 
goods stores or horse car onuiluctors iu 
stead. Tho period of apprenticeship, 
while nominally three years, is really un- 
limited, A workman is learning some 
thing new all tho time. Tliere is no limit 
to the variety uf work we are called upon 
to perform 

"A man conies in here and explains to 
me what he desires to coustrucl. He has, 
perhaps, made no drawings or uieasure- 
meats, but he e.xpects me, after listening 
to his descriptions, to go to work and 
make tbe pattern, or model, whichevor it 
may be, -without any further assi^itance 
from him. If wo were called upon to 
construct the same pattern nulto often, 
why, then wj might be able to improve 
our machines and toola As it is now, we 
can never tell what we will make during 
the no.\t twenty-four hours. Of course, 
a great many of our orders come from 
manufacturers. These are accompanied 
by tho drawings and measurements, and 
are therefore more easily lilied. (Jcciision 
ally a crank conies in with a ()uecr miu hine 
which hi desires nie to nuxicl. 1 
usually lell such' iuilividuals lliat 1 
have no time to ilo their work, 
and recommend them to some one whom 1 
think will peihajis humor the crank's 
whims. Do wo get ^ruod prices for our 
work'/ I have leceiveJ as high u.s ^lOO for 
a model It depends in a great measure 
upon tho intricacy of the uuicliine to be 
constructed. We pay our Avo.kmeu from 
1^3 to $0 a day. '

It is preeipely this ignoring of the deli- 
cate sensibilities, this di.srecrm-(i of seuli- 
ment, this hoarse resounding trumpet 
blast of deliance und destruction thai are 
developed hy Wagner, lie revei'.scs the 
system which makes ihe theme subserv- 
ient to the music; he doe.s not .select 
sunny, pastoral subjects for treatment 
There are no nimble courtiers, "liucivious 
lutes, " nor enervated carpel kiiii^lils in 
his creations. lie deals only with the 
powers of war and death. His -heroes arc 
demi-gods, mighty in stature, unrelenting 
in hate, incessant in combat, brutal and 
overpowering in love. His women are 
never shrinking, rouged, hedi-/,ened senti- 
mentalists; but robust creations, who 
hover delightedly among the dead, the 
wounded, the clamor, the terrific shock of 
the' battle-field. They have no rose-tinted 
bdudoirs to which they iuvite ihelr lovers, 
but meet them beneatl* tho awful crags of 
the spirit-hauuted mountaius when the 
storm shakes the very foundations of the 
earth; they stand in the presence of gods, 
and are tierce, virile, robust, without a 
troce of human idloy. All tbisis in accord 
with the spirit of the new empire; and the 
harsh dissonances, the occasional grand 
harmonics, the forceful volcauic explo- 
sions of AVagnor are its exponents.
